ASI Carves Up Attendance Bill, 
Approves Long-Awaited Sculpture

Will the senator from the Division 
of Nursing be “branded as sleazy” if 
Arts and Sciences Senator David 
Dhillon’s senator attendance bill, 
introduced last week, passes the 
Senate floor? 

Questions concerning the reputa 
tion of the nursing division were 
posed by Nursing Senator Kendra 
Alvarez-Hall, who would not be able 
to attend all of the meetings because 
of her work at a hospital. 

“IT just can't leave a patient 
behind to atte: |! an ASI senate 
meeting,’ Alvarez-Hall said. “My 
schedule is not that optional.” 


Dhillon’s bill would require senate 
attendance at 9 out of 14 senate 
hearings, at least, and the proposal 
would require the senate chair to ask 
a senator to resign after his fifth 


absence from @ senate hearing 

Engineering Senator Martin 
Bauer suggested that there should be 
legitimate excuses for some senators 
and that “there should be excused 
absences’ for those who contact the 
chair about thew absence 

The bill was sent to the policy 
commnuttee

Almost a year later and many 
administrative letters later, the 
senate approved the recommenda 
tion of the Finance Cammittee to 
accept 4 new sculpture contingent

Lileyd Johns tor approval

project, concern was expressed that

Evaluations But Narrows the Field

in a big turn-around, President 
W. Lloyd Johns changed his tactics 
on procedures for evaluating admin 
istrators. When the acaderic senate 
first proposed a detailed procedure 
for evaluating administrators, Johns 
rejected it, giving no reasons for his 
reyection

saw some problems with it 

One troublesome problem with 
Johns’ proposal, according to Krebs, 
is that

participation” as called for by the 
Cnancellor's office in the Board of 
I rustees regulations The regula- 
tions amended in August 1980 
called for all presidents to “develop 
procedures toy the systematic acqui 
sition of information and comments.” 

Further, the regulations called for 
“all academic administrators (to) be 
ovaluated at regular intervals.” 
Johns’ first proposal included only 
Sandra Barkdull, vice-president ior Aca- 
demic Aftairs; Wilham Kerby, vice- 
president for Administration and 
Business Affairs; and Tim Comstock, 
dean of students, to be evaluated this 
spring 

Wade and Krebs said a standard- 
ized form, similar to ones that 
students use in evaluating faculty, is 
the best way to evaluate adminis- 
trators 

The jaculty senate surveyed 
eight campuses in the California 
State University system to see if they 
had complied with the regulations. 
Eight campuses, including Chico, 
Fresno, Fullerton, Long Beach, and 
Los Angeles, had already imple- 
mented procedures two years ago. 
Seventy-five percent do have stand- 
ardized forms, and one campus, Los 
Angeles, even evaluates its presi- 
dent 

At Los Angeles, according to 
Krebs, administrators are evaluated 
on a numerical scale based on the 
number of contacts between evalua- 
tor and admunistrator. 

“The faculty should have the 
predominant voice in evaluating 
academic administrators. The stu- 
dent senate,” Krebs asserted, “should 
also be allowed in the evaluation 
process, since they come into con- 
tact with some administrators.” 

According to Wade, “some admin- 
istrators have resisted being evalu- 
ated.” Wade said this is because of 
their fears that the evaluations will 
become a “witch hunt” and not an 
honest appriasal of an administra- 
tor’s performance.

Most of the opposition comes, as might be expected, 
from supporters of Iran's Islamic Republic, the 


current holders of power in Iran.

Many hold that the Hornet should cover only campus 
issues and shy away from international politics. The 
Hornet, | am told by some of our readers, should 
concentrate coverage on fraternities and sororities, 
and on who the new chair of this or that department 
is. The Hornet does not have the expertise, some 


The Hornet and its wnters, were not the ones who 
paid the price for that kind of radicalism.

No one should abject to it,” Wade 
stressed. “Their sole job is to enable 
faculty to do a good job with stu- 
dents,” Wade continued 

Two CSUS administrators, ac- 
cording to Wade, have already been 
evaluated — Deans of Social Work 
and Education. The Dean of Social 
Work resigned six months after 
completion of his evaluation in 
Spring 1980. 

However, both Wade and Krebs 
stressed that the evaluations will be 
“seriously used to improve pertor 
mance” and “will not be a threaten- 
ing process.” 

Further, according toe Krebs, the 
information Practices Act (1977) 
states that “any employee evaiua- 
tion that goes into the file must be 
‘accurate, relevant, timely, and 
complete.’ ” 

“The standardized form process 
doesn't rule out cormments or letters;

The Pretenders in STOCKTON?!? 

For some reason the location just didn’t fit the artists. I 
couldn't picture one of Britain's most energetic contribu 
tion's to New Wave playing in a town known for its 
Klansmen and migrant farm workers. The next thing you 
know we'll be seeing Kate Smith at a Day on the Green 

Such pedestrian surroundings had little effect on the 
Pretenders though, whose performance Saturday night at 
the Fox Theater confirmed my belief that they are one of 
the few bands to emerge from the New Wave trend that 
will one day be named not only among the great bands of 
that genre, but among all rock bands 

From the time they tock the stage, with Martha and the 
Vandellas’ “Dancin’ in the Street” blaring out of the P_A 
system, until the time they left an hour and a half later after 
playing a gut-wrenching cover of the Troggs’ “Wild 
Thing,” vocalist/guitarist Chrissie Hynde and company 
pummeled the audience with one high-powered song alter 
another. Even the ballads had an inherent intensity which 
kept the energy level at a near-frenzied pitch. 

Perhaps the most graphic example of this was the 
group's performance of “Stop Your Sobbing,” the old 
Kinks song that the Pretenders resurrected to become their 
first British hit. The song started out quite softly and 
slowly. but with each verse, gained in both tempo and fury, 
and at its end sounded more like a dance song than a 
ballad, thus providing one of the most moving moments of 
the evening 

The band drew equally from its two albums in choosing 
the evening's repertomre, taking eight songs from each (plus 
the aforementioned “Wild Thing”) Surprisingly, the 
material fron the imaginatively titled Pretenders I] had 
much more of an impact live than do the slightly 
disappointing studio renditions contained on the album

Fueled 
by the seemingly haphazard but always tasty drumming of 
Martin Chambers, the song had everyone on their feet 
dancing and joining Chrissie in reciting the song's catch 
phrase, “Not me, baby. I'm too precious! F-.- off!” Truly a

Jett Loves 
Rock ’n’ Roll

For those of you out there who 
might be wondering if the hard rock 
you held so dear in the early ‘70s has 
a chance anymore in the new wave- 
oriented ‘80s, Joan Jett and the 
Blackhearts are presently grinding 
away at that familiar sound for your 
enjoyment 

Joan Jett’s latest album, | Love 
Rock ‘n Roll, plays with such an early 
‘70s ferocity that a more descriptive 
title could easily be “I've Got Rock'n 
Roll By the Throat.” This conglomo- 
ration of hard rock should be played 
at a LOUD decibel, and even though 
it seethes of overdone melodies and 
weak lyrics, it's almost a relief after a 
year of REO, Journey, Styx and that 
glistening pop oracle Foreigner 4 

Joan Jett is the quintessential 
hard-core female rocker the world’s 
been waiting for Her power chord 
guitar playing and teenage Haley 
Mills voice is what makes this group 
a distinctive heavy metal band for 
the 80s. 

From the first to the last song she 
leads the Blackhearts (three guys 
who play guitar, bass and drums) 
through the kind of material reminis- 
cent of those golden days of Alice 
Cooper, Aerosmith and The New 
York Dolls 

Naturally, the songs are all orient- 
ed around the same progressions 
and situations that rock refuses to get 
tired of. But listening to a female 
screech about the same compiaints 
and depressions that are usually 
male-oriented makes these age-old 
lyrics interesting again. Jett really 
lets the boys have it in songs like 

‘Love is Pain” (“...we are not to 

blame. to say that love is pain...and 
we'll do it again’’), “You're Too 
Possessive” (“I don’t have to waste 
my time/a whimp like you ain't 
worth a dime”), and “Nag” (“you're 
always telling me what to do/I just 
can’t seem to get rid of you”); but at 
the same time she plays the part of 
the deyected broken-hearted lover in 
songs like “Bits and Pieces” and 
“Run Away,” with equal gusto 

This record is definitely not a 
solitary listening piece. The songs 
just slarn-dunk you through side A to 
B as if it’s been purposely arranged in 
a concert format. Even their reworked 
version of the old Tommy James and 
the Shondells hit “Crimson and 
Clover” gets the lament chugged 
right out of it 

The inclusion of “Little Drummer 
Boy” as the last song appears to 
have been a lark, but then the album 
was originally intended for a Christ- ' 
mas release. Still, just the fact that 
the tender holiday known as Jesus 
Christ's birthday is rocked right out’ 
of any manger; you can imagine it is. 
worth a least a laughable listen. 

Surely many will argue that a’ 
laughable listen is all this album 
deserves.

although Tuesday night it was often sad 

Along with the appearance of Vernon's “boys,” these 
supporting singers voices were all but inaudible because of 
the poor miking and balancing from the sound engineer 
(and terrible acoustics). That might not have been so bad. 
but their execution of choreography was a little hard to 
take as well 

As obtuse to discern are the emotions coursing between 
the couple. As evidenced in the song “If He/She Really 
Knew Me,” their private and business selves ar: 
constantly getting mixed up. Vernon is jealous of Sonia's 
deep emotional adjustment as well as put off by her 
“umbilical cord” concern over her former lover Leon 
Sonia, on the other hand, is in awe of Vernon’s success and 
beautiful melodies, but complains that his “Leon” is his 
piano — something he can't leave alone when they're 
together. “I used to see you more socially before we lived 
together,”’ she says after their « ollaborating turns to 
housekeeping 

The co-habitation brings an abundance of songs but 
kills the private relationship. Vernon is scared and 
threatened by Sonia — losing his own identity in the 
process. Inopportune phone calls from Leon and Sonia's 
subsequent missions of merc y also leave him cold 
Following a funny/sad recording studio scene, the two split 
up —- after producing a demo that eventually hits the top of 
the charts (“I Still Believe In Love’) 

But does Wells still believe in voice lessons? No where 
does her vocal inexperience shine through more than 
during this song. We must take into account that the songs 
were probably written to accomodate Carole Bayer 
Sager’s voice — a voice with a range of at least half an 
octave. But despite this, Wells often drifts off this limited 
mid-range to explore new harmonic patterns as well as 
failing altogether in the upper notes — “wisping out” as it 
were. This is unfortunate, considering her co-star Ryder is 
somewhat a veteran of the musical ¢ omedy stage. (This is 
Weils’ first musical role.) 

Back to the story on their own, the two pursue 
various independent projects — all successful. It's in a 
hospital that the pair meet again — Vernon has broken a 
beg in a car accident. Though breaking the bone, his humor 
is intact: “A thousand Roils Royces in Beverly Hills and | 
get hit by a Mexican gardener driving a Pinto with oo 
ingurance.” 

| The short, songless concluding scene is one of the most 
disappointing in theatre history. The fault mostly hes with 
Simon's recent descent into sloppy oversentimentahsm 
and simplicity. To reach this point, there was no musical 
fast-forwarding or achon to propel the characters to their 
story-book, stock ending. The scene might as well have 
taken place in the hospital. God, there wasn't even any 
schtick involving Vernon's cane. This happy-are-we scene 
covid’ve used-a love song or something, but it’s given 
nothing 

‘By and large, the show has some good dialogue and the 
songs are pleasant, if not memorable. As Sonia says to 
Vernon early on, his songs (interpreted as Hamlisch’s) are 
“intrinsically melodic.” “Commercial” is a better word. No 
new ground is broken here. 

Ryder and Wells both deliver their lines with bite. li 
Wells could only sing with the range and intensity that she 
uses to deliver her lines, she'd be a very good Sonia. 
Déspite her lack of command over this role, she did 
deperve to be rescued from that desert isle where she wrung 
bey hands constantly as “Mary Ann” in TV's “Gilligan's 
, labfind.”

The alburn kicks off with a catchy 
toot-stomper entitled “Burning.” No 
Everly Brothers harmonies are there, 
but a bass background vocal con 
vincingly produces some Elvis/Joy- 
danaires magic.

preceding plot, the shift to absurd 
fantasy keeps this book from the 
honestly alarming feel of, say,

Oh, there is still a lesson in terror 
here, but unlike the novel's begin- 
ning, it comes more from form than 
substance. The imagery is captivat- 
ing — “In them (his eyes) she saw a 
black glee that danced endlessly like 
the legs of a man fresh through the 
trapdoor in a gibbet platform.”

Bike Laws to be Enforced 


Rules and regulations regarding bicycle travel on 
campus will be enacted by early March, according to Jim 
Leése, campus parking director 

The laws will prohibit riding bicycles on school 
sidewalks and locking them in unapproved areas, such as 
building hallways, light poles and trees. 

' Leese said that there have been many serious accidents 
on campus involving bicycles and pedestrians. The 
Department of Public Safety has been deluged with 
hundreds of complaints 

; Bic yé les lo« ked to poles and trees pose a problem to 
blind people walking on campus, and to maintenance 
personnel who mow the school’s lawns 


The bicycle laws have been on the books for years but 
were never enforced because, until last September, bicycle 
riders dicin't have a secure area to lock their bicycles. Now, 
with the Bicycle Compound near the Guy West Bridge, 
that problem is solved 

Bicycles on campus will require a license, which is 
available at no cost from the department. Unlicensed 
bi¢ycles left illegally will be confiscated and impounded in 
a newly-installed impound yard, located at the rear of the 
campus police headquarters, Carl Perry, campus cnme 
prevention officer, said 

Fines for violations will be $2 and will go toward the 
improvement of bicycle facilities on cainpus, Leese said 

Expect a week of heavy warning eniorcement before 
the plan goes completely into effect, Leese added
